Declares There is Ne Reason for Not 


Yo Military Rule by Civil Au- 
thor:ty of a Popular Ch»racter as 


ident McKinley Suggested. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The me- 
merial of the Federal party of the 
Philippine IMands was transmitted to 
the Senate is afternoon by the Sec- 
retary of War, together with a letter 
of iransmittal by Gov. Taft, in whose 
charge the document was given. The 
memorial was adopted at an extraor- 
dinary session of the Federal party. 
held in Manila in. November. It sets 
forth that the performance of that ob- 


gave the United States Congress au- | 
thority to fix the status of the Phiiip- 
pine Islands has been deferned -to this 
time because of'the attack by the Fiii- 
pinos upon the sovereignty of the 
United States, an act brought about, 
the memorial says, through.a misun- 
derstanding, and not through hatred 
of the American sovereignty. 

It further states that out of the. 
sixty provinces and districts, war ex- 
ists in only two, Batangas and Samar. 
It also asserts that it is a demon- 
strated fact that the pueblos or towns 
anxiously desire “a definitive cieh 
rule,” and says those who are still in 
arms allege the lack of civil régime 
“agreed upon and promulgated by the 
Congress of the United States as a 
weighty pretext for their belligerent 
attitude, which régime shall determine 
at once the political status and civil 
rights of the Inhabitants of the archi- 
pelago, in accordance with the Treaty 
of Paris.” 

The memorial then makes a presenta- 
tion of the deduction of the Federal 
party that Congress should proceed to 
carry Into effect its determination of 
defining the future of the Philippines 
in their relations to the United States, 
and asserts that there is no reason for 
not replacing the military régime “by 
a civil rule of a popular character, in 
conformity with the decisive words of 


the never-to-be-forgotten President 
McKinley.” 
The memorial is. divided into two 


parts. The first of these is a petition. 
for annexation and a presentation of 
the form of government desired. In 
this subdivision the Federal party sets 
forth that it has made an exhaustive 
study of both the Filipinos: and the 
Americans, and concludes that from 
the mass of data collected, it is ‘the 
intention of the two peoples that they 
should never be disunited.”’ 

The memorial announces, as princi- 
ples for this Union, the formation of a 
“more perfect Union, establishment of 
justice, the insurance of domestic tran- 
quillity, promotion of the general! wel- 
fare, and the security of the blessings 
of liberty.”. The memorial then pro- 
ceeds: 

“To make of the Philippines a colony 
of the United States, or to grant inde- 
pendence to the Philippines, would be 
to hand the islands over to disorder 
and to anarchy, to destruction and to 
chaos. In effect, the colonial system 
involves the principles of difference of 
citizenship, inequality of rights, and 
other consequent abuses and injus- 
tices, of all of which we Filipinos were 
surfeited under the Spanish govern- 
ment, and for this reason we reject 
everything which tends toward a col. 
ony. Philippine independence, with or 
without a protectorate, means a hold- 
ing of power by all the tribal elements

Conference.

President Catt Urges the Just- 
“ness of the Movement 
She Leads.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The first 
International Woman's Suffrage Con- 
ference and the thirty-fourth annual 
convention of the National Woman 
Suffrage Association was begun here 
today, with ah unusually large number 
of delegates in attendance. The con- 
vention was presided over by Mre. Car- 
rie Chapman Catt, its president. The 
delegates were welcomed to the city by 
Hon. Henry B. F. MacFariland, presi- 
dent of the Board of District Commis- 
sidners. The feature of the session was 
the address of Mrs. Catt, the president, 
who said: 

“Hard upon the track of the man- 
suffvage movement presses the move- 
ment for woman suffrage, a logical 
step onward. 

“Why should women suffrage not 


come? Men throughout the world hold 


their suffrage by the guarantee of the 
two principles of liberty, and for these 
reasons only. One is ‘taxation without 
representation is tyranny.’ Who dares 
deny it? And are not women taxed? 
The other, ‘governments derive their 
just powers from the cOnsent of the 
governed.” How simple and unanswer- 
able that petition of justice. And are 
not women governed? 

“The president of Stanford Univers- 
ity said: ‘The function of democracy is 


not to make governments good. It is 


to make men strong.’ The world ap- 
proves, and adds that that etatement 


is the clearest possible definifion of 
the difference between the old, when 
men existed for the government, and 
the new, when governments exist for 
men. But we may ask, if democracy: 
is a means of making men strong, is 


there any good reason for keeping -wo- 


men weak, that we should deny them 


the same chance to grow strong?

WILLEMSTAD (Island of Curacao) 
12.—{By South American Cable.) 
e report that the revolutionary 
steamer Libertador sunk the Venezue- 
lan gurboat, Gen. Crespo, recently near 
Cumarebo, is confirmed. The captain 
and crew of the Crespo are prisoners 
on board the Libertador. The -follow- 
ing account of the engagement between 
the Libertador and the Crespo was ob- 
tained: 
“On board the Libertador, off Cuma- 
rebo, Venezuela, February 7. We left 
the vicinity of Curacao at 4 w'’clock 
this morning, going southward. We 
were informed by a schooner that Ven- 
ezuela government warships were off 
La Vela De Coro, and we headed south 
at full speed. At 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon we met the steamer Crespo, be- 
fore Cumarebo, and she immediately 


prepared for t fight. To our sum- 
mons to surrender, which was accom- 
panied by a biank cannon shot, the 
Crespo replied by opening fire on us, to 
which the Libertador answered by di- 
recting the fire of her heavy guns and 
rapid-fire guns on the Crespo. The lat- 
ter kept up firing for a time, but her 
shelis did not strike us, while our shells 
inflicted serious damage on her. After 
half an hour’s fighting the Crespo 
hoisted the white flag and surrendered 
unconditionally. The commander of 
the Crespo, Gen. Pedro Rivere Sutero, 
and all*her crew, were then tranafe 

on board Libertador, and the 
Crespo, rendered completely useless, 


| Was abandoned on the coast, after all 


her war material had been removed, 
and the guns which we could not take 
away had been destroyed. We then 
continued our cruise.

These declarations were madé today 


by Gen. Rafael Reyes, Colombian dele- 


gate to the Pan-American Congress,

dertt of Colombia, who is among the 
visiting Pan-American delegates, who 
are at present the guests of this city. 

Gen. Reyes states that he has not 
fully decided, but intimated that he 
would return to Colambia within the 
next few weeks andpiake the Presi- 
dency. 

“The Panama Canal can be completed 
in four years’.time,” continued Gen. 
Reyes. “It would take at least eight 
years to build the Nicaragua water- 
way. Reports stating that the terri- 
tory of the Panama Canal,is deadly 
to workmen are false. The climate of 
the section is more healthful than Nica- 
ragua. There is every reason why the 
Pnited States should decide on the 
Colombian waterway, but regardless of 
what action that country takes, the 
Panama Canal wilt be built. With the 
United States out, the European powers 
will take hold and the Colombian gov- 
ernment will certainly give all 
the assistance possible.” 

Gen. Reyes says the revolution in 
Colombia is rapidly becoming a thing 
of the past.

Mr. Turner said the memorial con- 
tained also some allegations against 
the present Attorney-General and his 
immediate predecessor, but he did not 
wish to be understood as fathering the 
charges. He asked that the memorial 
be printed in the Corgressional Record, 
but Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire 
objected, and ft printing was not or-

ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 
UNITED STATES POSITION. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Mr. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese Minister at Wash- 
ington, today called at the State De- 
partment and notified Secretary Hay 
of the signature of the treaty between 
Great Britain and Japan, made public 
yesterday in England, binding the two 
nations to joint action to maintain the 
integrity of China and Korea. The as- 
sent of the United States is not nec- 
essary to this agreement, but if it were, 
it probably would not be withheld, for 
it is pointed out that the treaty is 
reser in line with the policy of the 

tate Department, as fully disclosed 
in the notes published by it from time 
to time. It is again stated that there 
has been no joint action as between 
the United States and the two powers 
named, yet it is a fact that the pre- 
amble to the new treaty might be re- 
garded as almost a paraphrase of the 
position of the United States toward 
the Manchurian question, as enunciated 
in Secretary Hay'’s note to the Rus- 
sian Ambassador here. 

It is made very clear here by the 
offictal statements that the purposes of | 
the United States all relate to commer- 
cial and industrial phases of the Man- 
churian question. With the political 
phase this country has little concern. 
The sovereignty of R ‘or China 
over Manchuria would be to us an 
immaterial issue, so long as American 
ships are free to sail into Manchurian 
ports on even terms with Russian 
ships, so long as American products 
may be entered into Manchuria at the 
same tariff rates as Russian, and s0 
long as American railroad and mining 
projectors may operate in Manchuria 
as freely as those of any sy 4 nation. 

In other words, the United States is 
contending for the ‘‘open door” in Man- 
churia, and it recognizes in this new 
treaty a valuable support in its con- 
tention. It is understood that the 
Japanese Minister and the German and 
Russian ambassadors here are fully ac- 
quainted with this attitude of the 
United States.

KING HUMBERT'S DEATH. 


Planned in New York and the Police 
Claim to Know the Men Who Conspired 
with Bresci. 

[HY WIRE TO THE TIMES) 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In a report made by the 


police to the Italian Ambassador in 
Washington and the Italian Consul, the 
direct assertion is made that the kill- 
ing of King Humbert was planned in 
thie city. The police have named the 
men who conspired with Gaetano 
Rresei, but eo far as is known no at- 
tempt has been made to arrest them. 
The crime was planned at a meeting of 
anarchists heid at the Hotel Columbo. 
That meeting was called by Malatesta, 
who presided. Among others present 
were Bresci, Guido Canova, the Graz- 
zini brothers and the Biatto brothers, 
who are now fugitives believed to be 
in Colorado. 

Just at the close of the mecting 
Bresci volunteered his services. For 
thie he was loudly applauded, and 
Malatesta promised to return to Europe 
to waten the situation and send word 
when the time was ripe for the blow. 
Both Bresei and Malatesta kept their 
word, and King Humbert died the death 
that was planned for him in New York.

Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
‘Supplies lt. 


Vast Importance. 


Contains Checkmate for Rus- 
sia in Game for Control of 
Manchuria. 


(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
PEKING, Feb. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The news of the signing ef the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty of alliance be- 
‘Came known to a few diplomats here 
today, and was an absolute surprise. 

The treaty is regarded as the most 
important movement made in far east- 
ern politics of recent years. The Jap- 
anese Minister, Uchida, visited Prince 
Ching, president of the Foreign Office, 
and gave him a copy of the treaty. 

It is not doubted among the diplo- 
mats here that the new alliance will 
effectually veto the signingof the Man- 
ehurian treaty. 

MAKES FOR PEACE, 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS, 

BERLIN, Feb. 12.—The National 
Zeitung, referring to the new dual alli- 
ance, says: “The Anglo-Japanese bears 
a great resemblance to the triple alli- 
ance. If the United States has joined 
Japan and Great Britain in resisting 
the signing the Manchurian treaty, it 
must be inferred that the United 
States regards the new treaty sympa- 
thetically. Since the immediate aims 
of Japan and Great Britain are es- 
sentially defensive, the treaty acquires 
unmistakable significancé in regard to 
the preservation of peace in the Ori- 
ent.”’ 

The Vossische Zeitung also infers 
that the treaty will tend toward the 
maintenance of oriental tranquillity, 
and says that it feels to that extent it 
can be viewed with satisfacticn by 
Germany. But the paper adds that 
Germany's interest in far eastern pol- 
itics is not sufficient to justify her of- 
fending Russia by participating § in 
such an agreement. — 

The Neueste Nachrichten sees in the 
alliance a far greater practical advan- 
tage for Great Britain than for Japan, 
“since a Japanese-Russian war is the 
most probable of all possible conflicts 
in Eastern Asia.”

The Chinese officials who were in- 
formed of the signing of the treaty ex- 
pressed the greatest satisfaction. They 
said British prestige in the Far East 
had been given a tremendous advance- 
ment. 

United States Minister Conger has 
obtained official assurance safeguard- 
ing the rights of the American Canton- 
Hankow Rallroad syndicate, which 
were threatened by similar concessions 
to Belgians. | 

Prince Ching, president of the For- 
eign Office, says the - concessions 
granted to Belgians by local officials 
are worthless, unless ratified by the 
government, which will not grant any- 
thing prejudicing American rights. 

DEBATE IN COMMONS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON, Feb, 12.—In the House of 
fommons today the opposition leader, 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, in- 


i vited the government leader, Mr. Bal- 


four, to make a statement relative to 
the Anglo-Japanese treaty. Mr. Bal- 
four promised to see if any papers re- 
lating thereto could be presented to the 
House, but he thought no ‘further 
statement was required as the docu- 
ments published showed the reason for 
the treaty. | 

The Stock Exchange hardly knew 
how to take the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance, but it was largely aceepted as 
an indication of considerable tension 
with Russia, and was not regarded as 
a bull point for anything but Japanese 
and Chinese stocks. 

MODIFIED RAPTURE. |

LONDON, Feb. 12.—The Libera! aft- 
ernoon papers view the alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan with 
mixed delight, and the Conservative 
organs generally applaud it.

James Gazette, Conservative, expresses 
modified rapture at the wide departure 
from British traditional policy, but 
finds solace in the thought that the 
policy and interests of the United 
Etates are identical with those of 
Great Britain and Japan, and con- 
clues: 

“Perhaps we shall find, when the pol- 
icy of Great Britain is definitely known, 
that the United States is formally or 
informally a party to the league of 
peace in the Far East. At any rate, no 
effort should be spared to secure its 
adhesion.”

It is an in- 
novation without precedent for a cen- 
tury. England thereby changes her 
policy of ‘free hands’ for a policy of 
‘tiled hands.’ There is perhaps a direct 
relation between this and the sort of 
diplomatic revolution and change of 
situation regarding Wei Hai Wei.” 

The Journal Des Debats remarks: 
“We think England gets the best of 
the bargain. She merely assumes 
theoretical obligations toward Japan, 
whereas the latter’s obligations toward 
England take a much more practical 
character. It does not seem as if

LONDON, Feb. 13.—({By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Tokio correspqndent of the 
Daily Mail asgerts the alliance to be a 
direct outcome of the tour of the Jap- 
anese statesman, Marquis Ito.

LIKELY TO RECOVER. 
PHYSICIANS BELIEVE HE WILL 


SAFELY PASS THE CRISIS. 
| 
Indicatons Are So Promising That 
the President Is Already Making Some 
Slight Preparations Looking to 
Departure for Washington on Friday. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
GROTON (Mass.) Feb. 12.—If Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Jr., continues for the 
next twenty-four hours in his present 
condition his physicians have given 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt rea- 
son to believe that their son's vitality 
will be sufficient for him to meet and 
pass successfully the crisis in his dis- 
ease, which is looked for some time 
tomorrow, ‘and on Friday morning he 
will be practically out of danger. 
Tonight he is considered to be better 
than last night, and the same can be

HE PASSING OF A POST. — 

There are papers and papers in 
San Francisco. Some of them are 
newspapers, others are merely pan- 
ders to private interests. An unen- 
viabie notoriety in the latter class 
has been earned by the Evening Post. 
which, for many years past, has been 
known as the principal organ of the 
Southern Pacific Company—or rather, 
we should say, of the clique of time- 
serving officials who for many years 
have made g business of pulling the 
wool over the cyes of their employ- 
ers on the.one hand and the public 
on the other. 

A dispatch from San Francisco re- 
ports that the San Francisco Post 
has been sold, or is about to be 
so.d, to a Los Angeles man for $100,- 
000. According to the story, some 
time ago Mr, Harriman. issued orders 
to W. H. Mills—‘“Millsy"—and to W. 
H. Herrin, the faithful poodle dogs 
of the Southern Pacific Company (of 
Kentucky) to get rid of the journal- 
istic white elephant, which those two 
wicked partners have long been rid- 
ing at the expense of the company. 
It is said that Mr. Harriman curtly 
adaed that the new management of 
the railroad company was in the ex- 
clusive business of running a railway, 
not newspapers. According to this 
same story, which comes down from 
San Francisco, negotiations for the 
sale of the property were entered into 
with various individuals by Mills and 
Herrin, but negotiations were blocked 
by the fact that these lickspitties of 
the Kentucky corporation § insisted 
that whoever bought the paper should 
be obligated to continue the policy of 
the Southern Pacific Company, as in- 
terpreted by Herrin and Mills. Nat- 
urally, no person outside of an insane 
atyl4m wouid listen to such prepos- 
terous terms, and consequently 
Messrs. Herrin and Mills had to come 
off their perch, and it is said that 
now papers are being drawn up for 
the transfer of the Post, for the sum 
of $100,000, to an independent party,

The San Francisco Post is a guide- 
post which points out the way how 
not to do it in journalism. Under its 
putative editor, Mume, it has been a 
hired prostitute of journalism, say- 
ing those things and doing those 
things which it has been commanded 
to do by its masters for the sake of 
filthy gain, and all the time posing as 
a legitimate journal.

HE DEATH RATE OF THE CITY. 
+ The City Health Officer reporis 
215 deaths in Los Angeles during Jan- 


}uary and 137 births, or not very far 


from two deaths to each birth. This, 
on the face of it, is a remarkably un- 
favorable showing for Los Angeles. 
At this rate of retrogression, and 
supposing that there was no immigra- 
tion to Los Angeles, we should in 
1920, instead of a population of 500,- 
000, have only about 85,000 people 
within the city limits, and in about a 
century more Los Angeles would be 
a “deserted village.” This number 
of deaths in a month is equivalent to 
the high death rate of twenty per 
thousand, on a population of 125,000. 
Nor can this be said to be an excep- 
tional month, for in January, 1901, 
there were 241 deaths, which, cal- 
culated on a population at the time 
of 115,000, is equivalent to a death 
rate of twenty-six per thousand; 
about twice the death rate of 
London. | 

How do we explain this remark- 
able showing, of which our enyious 
competitors in other places will 
doubtless make the most? In the 
first place, we find that of the 215 
deaths in Los Angeles last month 55 
were caused by consumption and 45 
by pneumonia. That is to say, 
nearly 50 per cent of the deaths were 
caused by lung diseases. If other 
diseases of the lungs were’ included, 
it would, doubtless, bring the per- 
centage to an even half of the total 
deaths. Now, it is a_ well-known 
fact that consumption is practically 
unknown among natives of Southern 
California. On the other hand, this 
is a favorite resort for persons suf- 
fering from lung complaints, many of 
whom come to Los Angeles in th 
last stage of the disease. As an evi 
dence of how people move abou 
ine Los Angeles, it was recently 
stated that the postoffice figures for 
January show an average of nearly 
100,000 changes of addresses during 
a year, which is nearly equal to the 
population of the city. San Fran- 
cisco, which has more than three 
times the population of Los Angeles, 
has, it is estimated, only about one- 
third as many changes of address in 
its postoffice. Then there are in the 
city three large private hospitals, with 
many smaller ones, and the County 
Hospital is also located within the 
city limits, the deaths oceurring in 
that institution being, of course, in- 
cluded in the wortuary statistics. 
Doubtless, if the facts were known, it 
would be found that a large propor- 
tion of these 215 people who died in 
Los Angeles last month have been 
residents of the city less than two 
years. Steps should be taken to se- 
cure the publication, with the mor- 
tuary statistics of Los Angeles, of 
the length of time that the deceased 
has resided in the city, in order ithat 
grossly misleading ideas may not be 
circulated abroad in regard to the 
normal death rate of one of the

fRANCHISE ORDINANCES AWAIT 
HIS APPROVAL OR VETO. 


Overwhelming Public Sentim:nt in 


Favor of Sending the Documents Back 


te the Council for Further Considera- 
tion—Six Councilmen Excoriated by 
Will Mayor Snyder sign the franchise 
ordinances passed by the Council? 
This question was on the tongue of 
every citizen yesterday. The issue is 
pow fairly before the chief executive, 
as the Council has done all the harm it 
dan. The ordinances will not actually 
reach the Mayor until Friday under 
the rule of the office, and it was stated 
yesterday that no determination will 
be reached before Saturday or Monday. 
’“— eam aware of the importance of 
matter,’ said the Mayor yester- 
~ day, “and I do not intend td act hur- 
riedly. The Council has submitted a 
hard problem to me, and I shall take 
the full length of time to make up my 
mind. I advised yesterday, and I still 
believe that there was but one thing 
‘for the Council to do; that was to re- 
ject all bids and readvertise. Then we 
would have had actual competition 
‘with all contestants in the open. The 
city now has $158,000 in the treasury, 
and I would take a great responsibility 
on my shoulders if I should veto the 
ordinances without ample 
that the city would not lose thereby. 
At this time I have nothing to say 
regarding my probable action. I was 
in the il chamber yesterday, and 
1 would have given much to have been 
a member of the body ‘for just a few 
minutes. Then the whole question 
could have been settled easily. Now 
the legislation is in a different shape.” 
MAYOR'S BUSY -DAY, 
Tuesday night the Mayor was 
pressed to sign the ordinances, not fif- 
teen minutes after they 
through the Council mill, bu 
Yesterday his calling list 
was very long. Citizens by the score 
came to urge him not to sign the 
awards. The real importance of the 
Mayor's position was shown in the ac-

“What the Mayor will do is prob- 
lematical, but very important. It re- 
quires a three-fourths vote to pass the 
ordiances over his veto, and it is 
scarcely possible that the Huntington- 
Hellman forces can get another vote. 
Six of the Councilmen voted to give 
the franchise to the Huntington syn- 
dicate, but if the Mayor returns the 
ordinances to the Council without his 
approval, it will require seven votes 
. te overrule him. 

For a while yesterday the Mayor was 
in consultation with the Deputy City 
Attorney regarding the law. One of 
the many peculiarities of the Brough- 
.ton act is its llure to provide, the 
manner in wh the franchise shall 
be- granted to the successful bidder. 
The Mayor is not named. In the past 
all franchises have been granted by or- 
dinance, but the legal point has been. 
raised that an ordinance is not neces- 
sary, and that the Council can grant 
a franchise merely by an order spread 
upon the minutes. It is understod 
that this will be the contention of the 
Huntington-Heliman legal battery, in 
case the Mayor vetoes the ordinances. 


A NEW QUIRK. 
Day by day the franchise problem 


is ge@ing deeper and deeper into the 
legal sea, and by the end of the week 
it will require half the attorneys in 
the State of California to keep up with 
the  puzziing questions which are 
brought to the front. 

Early yesterday morning the checks 
deposited by the Huntington-Hellman 
syndicate to bind their bid were cashed 
and the money turned into the city 
treasury. The total amount was $155,- 
500. This payment increased the 
Treasurer's balance to about $650,000, 
which is a sum much. larger than is 
usualiy found in the coffers of the 
municipality at this time of the year. 
No sooner had the money been depos- 
ited than the legal “point was made 
that it was lost to the Huntington- 
Hellman syndicate forever and a day. 
It is said by good lawyers that even if 
the Clark-Hook combination wins the 
franchise in the courts the money paid 
in yesterday will atill remain in the 
treasury. In legal phraseology the 
money is said to have been presented’ 
as a voluntary deposit with the city, 
and many cases are cited to show that 
the Huntington-Hellman syndicate will 
certainly pay $158,000 to the city, 
whether they get the franchises or not. 

Neo action of the City Council ever 
caused so widespread a feeling of pub- 
lic indignation as the proceedings of 
the combined “five” and the wobbly 
sixth. No other topic was discussed 
yesterday.

FORGED CERTIFICATE. 
BODY ILLEGALLY SHIPPED. 

Legal steps may be taken by the 
Hea.ch Office to prosecute a local firm 
of undertakers for the illegal shipment 
of a body from this city to New York. 
The facts in the case only came to 
light yesterday, when Clerk Wiiliam 
H. McGill secured from the Santa ¥é 
Railway Company a copy of the ship- 
ping receipt. This receipt was issued 
from the Health Office over a year ago, 
as shown by the signature of Clerk R, 
A. Brown, who left the health depart- 
ment a year ago last January. It was 
used by the undertakers to ship a body 
tainted with an infectious disease, which 
is egainst the law. 

On January 29 the body of Edgar 
Grant Barratt, Jr.. aged 7 years and 2 
months, wa shipped to Los Angeles 
from a nearby town and lodged in a 
vault at one of the cemeteries. Young 


Barratt died of diphtheria, and when 


application was made to the Health 
ce for a shipping receipt to enable 
© forward the body 
py parents in New York it was de- 
nied. 2 
Day before yesterday the fact that 
the body had actually been shipped 
was called to the attention of the de- 
partment, it is said, and an investiga- 
tion was at once set afoot. The copy 
of the origina! receipt obtained from 


‘the railway company shows that ‘ic 


undertakers not only used a receipt 
that was more than a year old ang is- 
sued in another instance, but that they 
stated the cause of death to be pneu- 
monia instead of diphtheria. 

In order to ship a body from here to 
New York as many as six receipts are 
sometimes needed, as each railroad has 
to have one in addition to the original, 
which is placed on the coffin. The 
undertakers had evidently asked for 
one more of the certificate blanks than 
was needed in a former case, and by 
the i e of it succeeded in securing the 
shipment of the body of young Barratt. 

The City Attorney was engaged in 
looking up the matter yesterday, and 
as soon as he advises Health Officer 
Powers of his rights and duties in the 
premises the undertakers will be called 
to account.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE DEFINED. 


Judge William C. Ewing of Chicago 
Addressed Large Astemblage on the 
Healing Faith. 

Simpson Auditorium was crowded to 
the limit of its capacity, while hundreds 
were unable to gain admission last 
night, to hear the lecture by Judge Wil- 
liam C. Ewing of Chicago on “Chris- 
tian Science—Physician and  Re- 
deemer.,”’ 

Judge Ewing is one of the best-known 
exponents of the faith in this country. 
The *meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the Second Church of Christ, 
Scientist, of Los Angeles. He ts a strik- 
ing personality, with deep-wrinkled, 
clean-shaven face, White hair, hollow 
eyes, tall and spare, and he has a fer- 
vid eloquence.

semblage attentive for an hour and a 


half last night, the audience showing 
its sympathy by frequent and hearty 
applause. Judge ©. A. Miller of this 
city presided and introduced the ora- 
tor of the evening with a brief speech. 

Judge Ewing addressed himself to 
the “Christian le,” because, he 
said, “it is true that all that is best in 
all the religions of the old churches, as 
in ours, springs from the good afid in- 
finite God.’ He deplored the reluctance 
of the people to embrace the clinging 
of the people to the religious beliefs of 
their fathers, while abandoning old 
methods for advanced thought in every 
other line. 

“Christian Science has no quarrel 
with the old churches,” .he said, “for 
only by the march of their religion from 
the dark ages past was it made possible 
for Christian Science to assert itself in 
the glorious sunlight of today. I am 
not picking out foibies in other relig- 
ions, but merely pointing out the sweet- 
ness and love of my understanding. I 
am not here to make Christian Scien- 
tists of you, Yor you will have to do 
that for yourselves by earnest, hon- 
est and persistent study.

ARMY POST. 


History of the Success Thus Far 
Achieved. 


| 


: Congressional Action Yet Required—The Local 


Steps Which Led to a Favorable Report 
by the Army Board. 


HOW THE MATTER STANDS. 
WHAT HAS YET TO BE DONB. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Now that the 
army board has made its recom- 


_ mendations for new army» posts and 


camps, the next step will be Congres- 
sional action. The army board con- 
cluded its labors when it handed its 


report to Secretary of War Root, and 
all that the Secretary of War has to 
do with the case is to transmit the re- 
port to Congress. It is not within the 


scope of the Secretary's authority in 


this case to approve or disapprove the 


findings of the board in any particu- 


lar, for in the act authorizing the cre- 


ation of this special board it was spe- 
cifically provided that the report of 
the board be sent to Congress, and 
that “No contract for said sites shall 
be made, nor any obligations incurred, 
until Congress shall approve such’ se- 
lections and appropriate money there- 
for.” 

So the approval or disapproval of 
the board's report rests solely with 
Congress. and Congress made this clear 
in section 35 of the Army Appropria- 
tion Bill last year, part of which is 
quoted above. When the report of the 
board gets to Congress it will go be- 
fore the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, according to the present pro- 
gramme, and amendments will be 
placed in the Afinmy Appropriation Bill. 
now in course of preparation, carry- 
ing out such parts of the board's re- 


port as Congress may see fit to ac- 


cept. There is almost no doubt, how- 
ever, but that Congress will accept the 
board's reco endations in full, and 
make appropriations accor Jlingly. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE: 
AT THIS END OF THE LINE. 
The important news published by 
The Times yesterday, and confirmed 


s city as the site for a United 
States army post, to be manned by a 
regiment of infantry, has caused the 
liveliest satisfaction among citi- 
zens, and all who believe in the star of 
Los Angeles. 

The importance of the action thus 
far taken by the army authorities jus- 
tifies the publication of a local narra- 
tive of fact never before given out. The 
original move in favor of the establish- 
ment of an army post here originated 
with the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, and the Chamber of 


Commerce, joining hands later with the | 


merchants, both bodies acted together 
in preparing and forwarding the first 
memorial, which was sent direct to 
President MeKinley, witlt copies to the 
Secretary of War and the General of 
the Army, in December, 1900. In that 
firet memorial the project of se- 
curing the reéstablishment of the 
old Department of Afizona, with 
headquarters in this city, was 
advanced; but that end i being 
found impracticable of attainment, this 
feature of the movement was not aft- 
erward pressed. The entire action 
taken is, however, made public now, as 
part of the history of the movement. 
A year later, in December, 1901, the 
‘subject was again taken up in the 
Chamber of Commerce, and a second 


|and supplementary memorial was pre- 


pared and forwarded to Lieut.-Gen. 
Miles as head of the Military’ Board of 
Location, composed of the senior gen- 
erals of the army and the Chief of 
Artillery. A sub-committee from this 
board visited Los Angeles in Decem- 
ber last, and the members were sup- 


ferred to, besides being given much ad- 
ditional information to aid thém in 
their investigations. They went away 
with favorable impressons of tire fit- 
ness of this secti@m for a large military 
post, and so reported to the entire 
board in session at Washington. The 
results are known. 

The various steps taken by our com- 
mercial bodies to aid in securing this 
important result are shown by the pa- 
pers which appear below and which 
are now first printed.

The coast’ defenses are far from 
strong. In cases of emergency the 
East is far away as a source from 
which to draw succor. While the facts 
presented point to Los Angeles as a 
place where a strong military post will 
sometime be established, it is recog- 
nized that this cannot at present be 
done. There aye but two centers of 
any military strength from the Mexi- 
can to the British border. They are 
far from each other, and both far from 
Los Angeles. The events now develop- 
ing in China demonstrate the fact that 
however closely we may cline to our 
traditional policy of mavoiding en- 
tangling alliances and “mindifg our 
own business,’ yet we must come into 
contact with all the powers of the 
earth. and must be in ¢ business

rade. In spite of the best possible inten- 
tions on our part, of the greatest pru- 
dence and wisdom on the part of those

The Columbia River basin now has 
military protection, and may be used 
as an effective point at which to con- 
centrate military supplies in case of 
an emergency.

When it comes to the matter of buy- 
ing supplies, the Los Angeles market is 
very much cheaper than that of Den- 
ver.

Commodities that come from the East 
cost less to lay down here than at in- 
terior points, for the reason that this is 
a point where ocean competition ob- 
tains, and we have “terminal” freight 
rates.

There is one matter directly and in- 
timately connected with present condi- 
tions that will receive the earnest con- 
sideration of the President and his mil- 
itary commander on this coast. It ie 
this: There are now in the tropics 
some 60, of our soldiers valiantly 
fighting the battles of their country. 
This service, because of the climate 
and by the chances of war, wil) con- 
tinue to send home not a few of these 
brave men shattered in health. Their 
lives in many instances will hinge on 
the climate to which they are removed. 
It is needless to dwell on the salubrity 
of the climate of Los Angeles; it is 
known to the world. Tens of thousands 
come here from all parts of the world 
to recuparte their vital forces, im- 
paired by one form of. disease or an- 
other. They nearly all receive prompt 
benefit. No other place in the country 
at all comparable: to Los Argeles 
could be found to which to send these 
military invalids, weakened by tropical 
fevers and severe exposure, or perhaps 
disabled by wounds inflicted by the 
hands of insurgent enemies of the 
country. Besides the soothing influence 
of the mild climate, there is the pres- 
ence of the choicest fruits and vege- 
tables, fresh at all seasone of the year, 
to help in reéstablishing the health 
of ourt troops. The place is almost as 
convenient to land such returning 
troops as San Franciseo is, and vastly 
more so than any other part of the 
country. The climate of San Fran- 
cisco, with its strong winds and heavy 
fogs, which sweep over bleak, bare 
hills, is not comparable to that of 
Los Angelés, with its eternal sunshine 
and dry, warm air, enhanced by foliage 
and flowers in perpetual bloom.

and convincing climatic comparisons 
were made, and an effective “Compar- 


ative Temperature Chart” was submit- 


ted, making careful comparisons be- 
tween the climate of Los Angeles and 
that of several cities, not including San 
Francisco, showing how near to the 
“line of comfort’ the temperature of 
this section runs. As between the two 
California cities, the following com- 
parisons were made:]

At Los Angeles in May the average 
hourly movement of the wind is 4.12 
miles, the maximum 20 miles per 
In San Francisco, the’ average hourly 
movement of the wind last May was 
13.5 miles, and the maximum 4 miles. 

In Los Angeles, in December, the av- 
erage hourly movement of the wind 
was 3.9 miles, the. maximum 24; In San 
Francisco, 6.7, maximum 34 miles. The 
winds of San Francisco are proverbial 
(the average annual hourly movement 
is 10.8 miles,) and so is the calmness of 


Los Angeles. 
The hydrographic observations are 
made at 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. The molst- 


ure at these hours in ‘the two cities 
does not vary much. But at San Fran- 
cisco the moisture is an even quantity 
all day long, or nearly so. At Los An- 
geles the rule is cool nights when the 
moisture is more sensitive, and warm 
days when the atmosphere is dry. 
Sometimes it shows only 9 degrees of 
moisture. 

San Francisco stands on a bold point 
far out in the sea. It is swept cold 
winds, driving in masses of thick fog 
before them. The winds usually rise 
soon after noon, and become stronger 
until late in the evening. At Cape 
Mendocino the coast line trends 
sharply to’ the east, a ship's course 
from Santa Barbara to San Pedro lyin 
due egst. Across the northern edge of 
Southern California stretches a ran 
of mountains 2000 to 8000 feet high. To 
seaward lies a chain of islands. These 
form ramparts against storms from the 
cold north and from the ocean. 

Los Angeles is nearly 500 miles south 
of San Francisco, hence enjoys sum- 
mer sunshine. The gentle sea breezes
